J, J. Muir, chaplain of the Sen- 
ate and pastor of the Temple Baptist 
Church, gave the invocation. President 
Howard Lincoln Hodgkins expressed 
the proround sorrow of the members of 
the faculty and student body alike and 
the sympathy felt for the bereavement 
of the families of these former stu- 
dents. 

“When disaster comes into this life 
of preparation," said Dean William Al- 
len Wilbur, "we feel that we already 
entered the life of work and reality." 
The dean recalled incidents of his own 
personal relation with those members 
of the Columbian College who have 
passed away. “We need not mourn 
those who have left us," he conclud- 
ed, “for they were ready for the great 
experience."

The interest of the student body alone 
has brought these oases to the proper 
authorities,” says President Howard 
L. Hodgkins, although he gives no 
official statement regarding the hon- 
esty of the student body as a whole. 

Modifications of the honor constitu- 
tion are in three directions, according 
to the honor committee of the Student 
Council: First, simpler administration 
of the systeu>; second, safeguarding 
the student charged with dishonesty 
until the case has been proved against 
him from unwise publicity that might

Miss Upshaw Dies After Lengthy Fight

ftersie Ayres, 21 years old, a sopho- 
more. in the College of Engineering 
and a member of tile Sigma Alpha Ep- 
silon fraternity, gave a pint of his 
blood last Sunday in a futile attempt 
to save the life of Miss Caroline Up- 
shaw. a victim of the Knickerbocker 
Theater tragedy. 

The blood transfusion was made by 
Garfield Hospital physicians when 
signs of failing vitality were displaj/ed 
by Miss Upshaw. She seemed to rally 
and the doctors believed she would re- 
cover. At about 4 o’clock Monday she 
began sinking and died at 7.20 o’clock 
after a brave fight.
